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Palestinian Chief Arrives 
For UN General Assembly 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) —Surrounded by bod- 


yguards, Yasir Arafat landed by helicopter in the United 
Nations' garden today to take to the General Assembly 
his case for a Palestinian state. 


He was immediately 
whisked inside U.N. 


headquarters, and Saadat Hassan, the permanent 
representative of the Palestine Liberation Organization 
in New York, said Arafat was taking a nap. 


He declined to say where the bearded, 44-year-old PLO 


leader was. The only apartment in the building is 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim's, but Hassan in- 
dicated he was not there. 


Arafat and his party arrived from Kennedy Airport 


after a flight from Algiers. Their two choppers touched 
down in the U.N. garden just before 7 a.m. 


Hassan said the party included Arafat, four advisers 


and 10-12 Palestinian security men, swelling the PLO 
contingent to about 30-32 persons. 


Security for Arafat's arrival was unprecedented in 


New York, where feeling against the PLO runs high 
among the city's two million Jewish residents. 


There were several police and Coast Guard launches 


in the East River immediately behind the 39-story glass, 
steel and stone building. 


The 16-acre U.N. complex was closed to the public. 


Outsiders could enter only with special passes from a 
temporary outpost across the street. 


New York police canceled all days off and 


redistributed, its manpower to concentrate on the 
midtown Manhattan area, where 16 PLO members were 
staying in' the Waldorf Towers section of the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel.

Britons Run on Gasoline 


LONDON (AP) — Britons rushed to gas 


stations today to stock up before a 15 per cent 
price increase ordered by the government 
takes effect. 


The price of an American size gallon of 


gasoline goes up 17 cents Monday, to $1.26, 
and other increases already planned will push 
it up to $1.43, industrial sources said. 


Gold at Record High 


LONDON (AP) — Gold hit a record $185 an 


ounce in London today. The previous record 
of $184,50 was set last Friday. 


Gold has been soaring since July when the 


London price was as low as $131 an ounce. 


Seatbelt Decision Given 


AUSTIN (AP) — An automobile accident 


victim's money damages for injuries cannot 
be reduced because he or she was not wearing 
a seatbelts, the Texas Supreme Court ruled 
today. 


The decision laid down a precedent for 


lower Texas courts to follow. 


LSD Ruling Given 


AUSTIN (AP) r- A person's mere presence 


in a house where LSD is found is not sufficient 
to convict him of possession, the Texas Court 
of Criminal Appeals ruled today. 


The court reversed the conviction of 


Thomas J. Higgins, who was given a five-year 
probated sentence by an Austin jury.

PLO Chief Reaches 
Top in 10 Years 
Riding Balky Steed 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — In 


less than a decade, Yasir Ara- 
fat has blasted his way from 
desert caves into the inter- 
national political spotlight. 


As recently as 1965, the Pale- 


stinian guerrilla leader was di- 
recting operations against Is- 
rael from mountain hideouts 
overlooking the Jordan Valley. 


His guerrilla group, Al Fatah, 


or Conquest, had only 100 mem- 
bers. Arafat was hunted not 
only by the Israelis but also by 
Arab leaders who saw him as a 
threat to their stability and se- 
curity. 


Thanks to Israel's humili- 


ating defeat of the Egyptian, 
Syrian and Jordanian armies in 
1967, Arafat and his guerrillas 
gained new prestige and mas- 
sive backing throughout the 
Arab world. Al Fatah's mem- 
bership swelled to 15,000, and 
the Arab governments have 
had to swallow their resent- 
ment and adopt him as a hero. 


Now the 45-year-old Arafat's 


dark glasses, straggly beard 
and black-and-white checked 
kafiyeh, a traditional 
Arab 


headdress, are familiar in the 
highest Arab councils. 


He regards his trip to the 


United Nations as his "boldest 
commando operation ever," the 
masterpiece of his career so 
far. 


Born in Jerusalem in 1929, 


Arafat is believed to have been 
raised near the Wailing Wall in 
the Arab sector of the city. In 
his late teens he carried arms 
and ammunition to his father 
and 
elder 
brother 
fighting 


against the Jews in the 1947-48 
Palestine War following the 
proclamation of the state of Is- 
rael. 


The family moved to Gaza in 


1948 and Yasir went to Cairo 
University to study engineer- 


ing. There he became chairman 
of the Palestinian Students Or- 
ganization and later of the Pal- 
estinian Alumni Association in 
the Egyptian capital. 


He was credited with organ- 


izing the first fedayeen com- 
mando groups in 1956 when 
guerrilla raids into Israel from 
neighboring Arab states began. 


In 1969, with the Arab world 


still smarting from the 1967 de- 
feat, Arafat took command of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization, welding a number of 
guerrilla groups together under 
a single political umbrella. 


The guerrillas 
suffered 
a 


serious setback in 1970 when 
King Hussein's Bedouin army 
threw them out of Jordan in a 
bloody civil war. They moved 
on to Syria and Lebanon and 
there recovered their strength. 
At the Arab summit conference 
last month, the other leaders of 
the Arab world recognized Ara- 
fat and the PLO as the sole le- 
gitimate representatives of the 
Palestine people and Hussein 
had to go along with the deci- 
sion. 


Although radical guerrillas 


oppose his leadership, most of 
the 3 million Palestinians ap- 
pear to believe that his com- 
paratively moderate policies 
will eventually win them a 
homeland. 


Arafat is on record that he 


will sign no peace accord with 
Israel. He calls for a multira- 
cial Palestine, made up of Is- 
rael, the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, and presumably the east- 
ern part of Jordan, with equal 
rights for Moslems, Christians 
and Jews. 


"I don't want to throw any 


Jews into the sea," he says. 
"We can all peacefully coexist 
in a democratic state of Pales- 
tine."

material ordered. 


Figures shown in a com- 


parison report offered along 
with the librarian's 
regular 


monthly report stated that the 
circulation of adult non-fiction 
had risen by 
26.29 per cent, 


juvenile fiction had risen by 
26.37 per cent, and juvenile 
nonfiction had risen by 47.21 per 
cent. 
WHEN ASKED by board 


members if he had a theory as 
to 
why adult 
fiction 
had 


declined while other types of 
books had risen in circulation, 
Blunk replied that the rise in 
paperback 
book 
circulation 


"will probably account for it." 


Blunk 
has

whereby borrowers may ex- 
change their own old paperback 
books for a selection at the 
library on a one-to-ore basis for 
no charge.

should have—large enough to 
represent all segments, yet not 
too many to be unwieldy and 


ineffective. 


BY THE PROCESS of putting 


names on a list that drew the 
endorsement of all, making 
sure that the overall list con-

"I have another theory about 


the decline in adult fiction," 
board member Julius Jacobs 
said, "but I'll bring it up later in 
the meeting." 


Jacob's theory, which he 


discussed immediately prior to 
the executive session, 
was 


based on "several complaints" 
he said he had received from 
the public about the scarcity of 
new fiction in the library. 


"Our duty," Jacobs added, 


"is to please the people and give 
our very best service. Our job is 
to make them happy." 


He went on to say that last 


Saturday he had been told by a 
lady that "we are not pur- 
chasing new adult fiction." The 
unnamed lady, he added, said 
that she was unable to find 
books she had not already read.

"head librarian should com- 
municate with his subordinates 
more, and should check with 
them as to what they would 
recommend 
(about ordering 


new books.) Apparantely he's 
not doing that." 


Jacobs hastened to add that 


this was not "a serious com- 
plaint. It's just a suggestion." 


Board member Mrs. Liza 


Ruth added that she had a 
"compliment for the librarians

An unsigned memo was also 


discussed. The memo, dated

anyone," Jacobs said. "I just 
want to be sure that we have 
made our application for this 
year, and that we can show 
them that we need more than 
we were getting in 1967." 


BLUNK SAID that according 


to Miss Joella Orr, systems 
coordinator of the Northeast 
Texas library system, the local 
library will receive 1,000 books 
on a grant from the Dallas 
system. He added that it will 
include current fiction titles. 


A donation of 35 records "in 


mint 
condition" 
from 
The 


Record Shop was also an- 
nounced by the librarian. 


According to the fire in- 


spector, Blunk said, the library 
needs three 
five-pound dry 


chemical extinguishers to meet 
requirements. This was ap- 
proved unanimously. 


Mrs. Sanders said that Mrs. 


W.D. Wyatt, president of the 
Friends of the Library who was 
unable to attend the meeting, 
the organization was offering to 
redecorate a corner of the Civic 
Room.

Fairfield Votes Planning Funds 
For Tennessee Colony Reservoir

FAIRFIELD - The Fairfield 


City Council in regular session 
Tuesday 
unanimously 


designated $2,500 in city money 
to be used in advanced planning 
of Tennessee Colony Reservoir. 


The 
action 
was 
taken 


following a report by Freestone 
County Trinity River Authority 
Director Suel Hill on the current 
status of the lake planning. Hill 
said each county which will 
border the proposed lake is 
being asked to provide $5,000 for 
local planning by the TRA and 
county committees, which the 
TRA has suggested should be 
formed to provide local input 
into planning. 


Counties 
bordering 
the 


proposed reservoir site include 
Freestone, Navarro, Henderson 
and Anderson. 


Hill 
said 
the 
Freestone 


County Commissioners will also 
be asked to contribute $2,500 in 
county funding to make up 
Freestone County's total share 
of $5,000 for the planning. He 
explained 
that 
the 
actual 


spending of any of the money 
designated is contingent on 
equal shares being donated by 
all of the counties in the area of 
.the proposed reservoir. 


A TOTAL OF $40,000 is sought 


by the TRA for continuing 
comprehensive planning of the 
lake, Hill explained. He said 
the river authority plans to 
provide $20,000 in funding (the 
agency has funded $10,000 of 
this) to match the $20,000 that 
will be provided if each county 


bordering the proposed lake 
agrees to designate $5,000. 


The TRA also suggests local 


committees be formed of county 
judges, mayors and others, who 
will make recommendations as 
the lake planning progresses. 
"It's the only way that we can 
see we're really going to have 
any strong input from a local 
angle," Hill told the Fairfield 
Council. 


Hill said the local committees 


would make suggestions con- 
cerning recreation, population 
and economic growth, parks 
and wildlife, etc. 


"There's not a question of 


whether they're going to build 
Tennessee Colony; it's just 
when and how," Hill told the 
council. He said if planning 
remains 
on schedule, con- 


struction 
of 
the 
proposed 


reservoir could begin in 1977. 
Hill said a local delegation to 
Washington in the spring of 1976 
would be helpful in promoting a 
continuance of the lake project. 


According to Hill, a lake the 


size of Tennessee Colony, on a 
long weekend, might attract as 
many as 100,000 recreationists. 


HILL SAID construction of 


Lake Livingston further down 
the Trinity River has helped the 
Trinity River Authority gain 
experience in building and 
maintaining such reservoirs. 
He said this experience will 
allow avoiding mistakes made 
in Lake Livingston planning, 
particularly 
in 
regard 
to 


sewage control. 


Adequate sewage disposal 


was not provided around Lake 


Livingston, according to Hill, 
and leakage from septic tanks 
used by residents around the 
lake has caused problems. A 
series of small sewage disposal 
facilities are now planned for 
the lake. 


Hill said there would not be 


the 
same 
danger 
of con- 


taminating Tennessee Colony 
Reservoir with sewage, because 
it will be a flood control lake and 
the U.S. Army 
Corps of 


Engineers will not allow the 
construction of homes within 
300 feet of the shoreline. 


Hill said careful planning now 


will help insure that the en- 
vironmental impact statement 
required for construction of 
such projects will be approved 
by 
the 
Environmental 


Protection Agency. Hill called 
the impact statement "one 
hurdle you've got to make." 


Hill told the council the Corps 


of Engineers had originally 
planned for water 
in 
the 


reservoir to reach a maximum 
elevation of 262 feet, but upped 
the maximum to 275 feet after 
switching the dam location 
from Catfish Creek at Engeling 
Wildlife Preserve to a location 
above the Texas Department of 
Correction 
facilities 
in 


Anderson County. The west end 
of the dam is to be located in 
Freestone County. 


Hill said the Corps is now 


"toying with a plan" of going up 
to a maximum elevation of 305 
feet. 


Asked about the size of the 


reservoir, Hill said, "I wouldn't 
say it'll be the biggest in Texas, 
but it won't miss it much."

Administration Admits Recession, Says Little Chance of Depression 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ad- 


ministration officials, while ad- 
mittjng that the nation is enter- 
ing a recession, say there is 
little danger of a depression. 


"We are not now in a reces- 


sion, but new figures will prob- 
ably indicate we are moving 
into a recession," Ron Nessen, 
President Ford's press secre- 
tary, said Tuesday. 


He said economic statistics 


for November will show a con- 
tinued erosion of the nation's 


economy, which has been de- 
clining since the first of the 
year. 


But there is little danger of 


the recession growing into a de- 
pression, according to Edgar 
Fiedler, an assistant secretary 
of the Treasury for economic 
affairs. 


"I would never rule out the 


absolute possibility of a more 
severe decline, but in my own 
mind, the possibility is very 
small," Fiedler said. 


He said he is hopeful the re- 


cession can reach its bottom by 
mid-1975 with an economic up- 
turn after that. But he acknowl- 
edged, "I have no basis for 
forecasting it." 


Another administration econ- 


omist, Sidney L. Jones, said the 
nation's 
unemployment rate 


could rise to 7 per cent without 
programs to help, such as 
Ford's proposed expanded pub- 
lic service employment pro- 
gram. 


Congress is expected to enact 


an expanded program. 


Nessen indicated that the 


worsening economic 
outlook 


may cause President Ford to 
change some parts of his eco- 
nomic program, including the 5 
per cent income surtax on up- 
per-middle and upper incomes. 


"He's not wedded to the 5 per 


cent (surtax) but he is wedded 
to the principle that there must 
be some way to raise the mon- 
ey" to pay for such things as 


help for the unemployed, Nes- 
sen said. 


Fiedler argued there should 


be no major retreat from the 
fight against inflation. He said 
that "inflation is causing most 
of the weakness in the econo- 
my." 


In concluding that a recession 


was imminent, the White House 
undoubtedly took the following 
economic statistics into ac- 
count: 


—Unemployment has risen in 


the past year from 4.6 per cent 
to 6 per cent in October. 


—Industrial production was 


down 1 per cent from a year 
earlier in September and is ex- 
pected to drop even further in 
months ahead. 


—The country's real econom- 


ic growth, as measured by the 
Gross National Product, has de- 
clined for three consecutive 
quarters, the first time this has 
happened since the recession of 
1960 and 1961. 


—The value of retail sales 


was down in October for the 
second straight month, and the 
decline in volume of retail sales 
has been the most severe since 
World War II. 


—A coal strike is under way, 


and is likely to last a minimum 
of three weeks. 


—There 
have been wide- 


spread job layoffs in the auto 
industry, which is a backbone 
industry of the nation's econo- 
my.

Kreisky recalled

United States was one of four 
occupation powers in Austria in 
1945 and "helped us from the 
very first day to lay all those 
foundations needed for the res- 
toration of democracy. 


NOME, Alaka (AP) - Com- 


munities along the storm-bat- 
tered northwest Alaska coast 
braced for a second powerful 
storm today as flood waters be- 
gan to recede. 


No casualties were reported 


after Bering Sea waves whip- 
ped inland by strong winds 
flooded sections of Nome and 
surrounding villages in what 
Gov. William A. Egan called a 
"full scale disaster." 


Nome and some other com- 


munities along the coast were 


without adequate food, drinking 
water and power as the second 
storm approached. 


Early today forecsters at the 


National Weather Service in 
Anchorage were tracking a sec- 
ond storm front that appeared 
destined to follow closely the 
trail of the first hurricane-force 
winds. 


"Right now this second storm 


is near Adak Island in the Aleu- 
tian chain and it's going east- 
ward at a very fast rate," said 
forecaster Dave Evanson. "I 


think it will turn northeastward 
and go into the western part of 
Alaska and follow the same 
pattern except we expect this 
one will be more to the east 
and therefore more inland." 


Evanson said the storm cen- 


ter will come close to Nome but 
is likely to be a greater threat 
to surrounding villages. 


The weather service 
said 


flood waters in the area were 
dropping early today but por- 
tions of Nome which had been 
under five feet of water were

Security checks will increase to 
$2.520 in a year under the same 
automatic increase provisions 
of the law, Helmer said. The 
1974 figure is $2,400. 


PEOPLE who earn more than 


$2,520 in 1975 may still get some 
Social Security benefits, but 
every dollar they earn above 
$2,520 may cause a reduction of 
50 cents in the Social Security 
benefits for the year. No matter 
how much they earn in 1975, 
they can get their full benefit for 
any month in which they do not 
earn more than $210 in wages 
(up from $200 in 1974) and do not 
perform substantial services in 
self-employment. 


These will be first automatic 


increases to take place under 
provisions of the Social Security 
Law enacted in 1972 and 1973, 
Helmer said. He noted that 
these increases are determined 
on the basis of a formula in the 
law 
which 
automatically 


produces a result based on 
reported statistics. 


"The formula is designed to 


keep both the contribution and 
benefit base, and the retirement 
test exempt amount, up to date 
as average wage levels rise 
throughout the nation," Helmer 
said. "Under the law these 
automatic increases can take 
effect only after a year in which 
there has been an automatic 
increase in Social Security 
benefits." An 11 per cent in- 
crease in benefits that met this 
requirement took effect earlier 
this year. 


The contribution and benefit 


is the maximum amount of 
earnings in a year that are 
creditable 
toward 
Social 


Security 
benefits 
and 
are 


taxable under Social Security. 
The new base of $14,100 will 
provide additional income to the 
Social 
Security 
program 


without increasing the taxes of 
workers who earn $13,200 or less 
in a year, Helmer said. 


HE NOTED that the Social 


Security tax rate, now at 5.85 
per cent of taxable earnings for 
employes and employers each, 
and 7.9 per cent of taxable 
earnings

people, will remain unchanged

Atty. General's Decision on Taxing 
May Revamp Public School Financing 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - A new 


legal opinion on the distribution 
of state school funds may be 
the keystone for a new system 
of public school financing in 
Texas, school and legislative 
leaders say. 


Atty. Gen. John Hill said 


Tuesday the State Board of 
Education must take into con- 
sideration the widely different 
property 
valuation systems 


used by Texas counties when 
the board decides on state aid 
for school districts. 


Hill said each county must be 


required to report the per- 


centage of market value used 
in determining assessed value 
of property in that county and 
these reports must be used in 
computing state school aid "to 
achieve uniformity of property 
values of each county as com- 
pared with every other coun- 
ty." 


"This is probably the most 


significant attorney general's 
opinion which has ever been 
rendered," said Rep. Dan Ku- 
biak, D-Rockdale, who was 
chairman of the House Educa- 
tion Committee of the 1973 Leg- 
islature. He said it makes crys-

Electric Co. has proposed to 
build a distribution line from 
Groesbeck 
to 
Teague 
at 


Teague's expense, to be paid to 
Brazos at 9.50 per cent interest. 
The city would then buy power 
from Brazos Electric, and the 
company would maintain the 
lines. The city would maintain 
ownership 
of it's present 


generating plant. 


Mayor 
Earle 
Long said 


employees presently working at 
the Teague generating plan 
would be assured of a job with 
either the city or the electric 


company operating the system. 


The council accepted a $500 


payment from Walter Erwin, 
who purchased the old Teague 
hospital.

LOS ANGELES (AP)-What 


do you do when your landlord 
sacrifices a lamb in front of 
your apartment? 


Get angry? Call the police? 


Move out? 


Those responses would be fit- 


ting enough in the 
United 


States. But they weren't appro- 
priate for the newly-arrived 
American family who had it 
happen to them in Shiraz, Iran. 


It turned out that the land- 


lord had fallen from a second- 
story balcony the day before 
and had suffered only a broken 
nose. He attributed his good 
fortune to the presence of the 
Americans, and he sacrificed 
the lamb for them to show his 
gratefulness. 


The family kept their cool — 


and enjoyed the leg of lamb. 


Why? Because Hughes Air- 


craft Co., before transferring 
them, had given them a spe- 
cially designed, 18-hour course 
on Iran, the people and their 
way of life. The preparation 
took the sock out of culture 
shock. 


Hughes developed the orient- 


ation 
program 
after 
Iran 


awarded it a $25-million con- 
tract last April to design and 
equip an electro-optical produc- 
tion facility in Shiraz over the 
next few years. 


Economics and efficiency dic- 


tated the need for the course, 
company officials say. They 
had heard the business equiva- 
lent of horror stories about 
Americans sent to the Middle 
East who could not cope with 
the unforeseen cultural differ- 
ences and in turn soured rela- 
tions with the local people they 
worked and lived with. 


Says George W. Goebel, man- 


ager of foreign programs for 
Hughes: "The program re- 
quirements 
dictate that we 


have a staff of about 170 there 
from at least two to five years. 
The more continuity there is in 
the personnel, the greater the 
efficiency and benefits to the 
program." 


Most companies that do a lot 


of business outside the United 
States have similar Orientation 
programs, but Hughes' is un- 
usual in that they have chosen 
an Iranian psychologist to run 
it.

Health Insurance 
Bill Is Promoted 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - 


A California congressman says 
his national health insurance 
bill is the only proposal cur- 
rently pending that removes fi- 
nancial considerations between 
patients and doctors. 


Rep. James C. Gorman, D.- 


Calif., told a regional seminar 
Tuesday it was the original 
purpose of national health in- 
surance (NHI) that the finan- 
cial status of the person or 
family to be covered should not 
be a factor in coverage. 


Corman said his bill, known 


as the Kennedy-Mills-Corman 
proposal, would provide 
"a 


broad-based, compulsory and 
publicly financed health insur- 
ance 
which would 
give a 


patient the choice of where to 
go for care." 


Corman said all other propos- 


als for NHI in Congress look to 
financial 
considerations 
be- 


tween patients and doctors. 


He told several hundreds per- 


sons from six states attending 
the three-day seminar 
that 


"monitoring of financial status, 
co-payments and deductions 
would cost some $2 billion in 
unnecessary administrative ex- 
penses." 


The seminar is sponsored by 


the National Urban Coalition 
and the Urban Coalition of Met- 
ropolitan San Antonio. 


Corman said the Adminis- 


tration's NHI proposal would 
create a compulsory form of 
private health insurance plans. 


"Such a plan would set us 


back a long time," Corman 
said. "It would create a road- 
block to the later passage of 
the type of health plan we are 
seeking."

Superports Dealt With Differently in Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Li- 


censes for offshore supertanker 
ports are dealt with differently 
in bills passed by the Senate 
and the House, with environ- 
mental groups tending to sup- 
port the Senate Version be- 
cause of its provisions on oil 
spills. 


A House-Senate conference 


committee will be appointed 
after the congressional recess 
to resolve differences between 
the bills, which empower the 
federal government to license 
the ports. 


Sen. J. Bennett Johnston, D- 


La., one of the chief sponsors of 
the Senate legislation, said he 


expects the conference com- 
mittee to approve a bill "sub- 
stantially similar to one al- 
ready passed by the Senate." 


"I have been in touch with 


the House and Senate lead- 
ership and we don't see major 
changes in the Senate version," 
he said. 


A major conflict between the 


bills arises over which federal 
agency shall be given the li- 
censing authority—the Trans- 
portation Department, specified 
by the Senate, or the Interior 
Department, which is desig- 
nated by the House. 


Environmental

in the Senate bill as being atro- 
nger. The bill, unlike the House 
measure, establishes a $100 
million Deepwater Port Liabil- 
ity Fund to finance oil spill 
cleanups.

perports. The provision is of 
special interest to New England 
and Middle Atlantic states, 
which have opposed superports.

el and announces she has taken 
up brain surgery, we are going 
out the back door, sick or not. 


We currently are or recently 


have been on four diets all laid 
out by the doctor: against 
weight, cholesterol, tendonitis

and blood sugar. 


All these are controlled by 


the food you eat or don't eat, 
mostly don't eat. 


Would you believe it—every 


one of these doctors' husbands 
have the same problems. 


They are very persuasive, 


and rather soon the Beautiful 
Lady who takes care of us in 
our illnesses is believing every- 
thing they say about diet. 


"Henry's doctor savs that 


stuff will kill you." 


"Philbert's doctor says all 


the world would be healthy if 
no one ate this." 


"Arnold found this made him 


sick. He nearly died." 


The Beautiful Lady begins 


withdrawing all those things 
from our diet and pretty soon 
we are down to one small piece 
of rye toast without butter at 
each meal. 


That is wonderful for the 


waistline and the pocketbook, 
but it sure can make your 
stomach ache from 
hunger, 


whereupon the community fam- 
ily doctors start treating you 
for ulcers. 


Somehow 
your cholesterol 


drops, your tendonitis ends and 
your blood sugar declines be- 
cause you haven't much blood 
any more. 


There was a time not long 


ago when we had one of those 
operations where they cut you 
open, do some routine repair 
work and sew you up again. 


We thought it was an unusual 


sort of thing but wouldn't you

led 155 Mormons to Texas after 
Smith was killed in 1844. They 
acquired a highly prized stone 
from Europe to use in a gristm- 
ill atop a 25-foot Russell Fork 
waterfall that emptied into a 
pool that is approximately 20 
feet deep.

Just what is welfare anyway? 


In the broad sense, it is any 
form of direct government 
financial aid to a private in- 
dividual. Previously I discussed 
welfare in its limited meaning 
of money given to the poor, an 
often-criticized 
government 


policy. 


My subject today is govern- 


ment aid to the rich, a much 
bigger program than welfare to 
the poor and needy. Only we call 
it subsidies instead of welfare, 
or we call it tax incentives. A 
recent headline in the Dallas 
News screamed, 
"Subsidies 


Cost Treasury $95 Billion in 
Fiscal 74". Written by their 
Washington 
correspondent,

One farmer in California still 
holds the record when he 
received over $4 million in one 
year In the same year a farmer 
in Texas received over $400,000. 


year the Texas Depart- 
of Public Corrections was 
among the 12,309 farm 


owners in the country who were 
paid $20,000 or more by the 
federal government for not 
growing cotton, feed grains, or 
wheat. This is not welfare for 
the poor. 


One of the biggest forms of 


welfare for the rich is in the 
form of tax incentives. The best- 
known of these is the tax 
depletion allowance and the tax- 
free municipal bonds. Now we 
believe that both of these are 


stamps, think how much less 
our local supermarkets would 
gross 
per 
year. 
Without 


Medicare and Medicaid, how 
much less would the local 
hospital and physicians income 
be? Without housing aids, how 
many of these new houses would 
have been built and thus how 
much less would the income of 
the housing and building trades 
have been? What have I said 
mostly? Only that all forms of 
welfare, both the kind we 
criticize and the many kinds we 
don't 
criticize, 
stimulate 


business, add to local profits, 
and create jobs. 


So hadn't we better soft-pedal 


the criticisms and count our 
blessings? Or are we so opposed 
to helping people that we are 
willing to dry up the channels of 
business? 


On a personal basis, the next 


time you are tempted to sound 
off against "welfare", check 
your own economic situation 
and be sure you are not 
receiving 
government 
aid 


directly or indirectly. If you 
are, maybe you should not cast 
the first stone. 


As most of you know who read 


this column on a regular basis I 
had about a year of so called

A young fellow sat down at 


the dinner table the other eve- 
ning and said out of the blue, 
"What is a depression?" 


We were so shocked we hard- 


ly could cut our gourmet ham- 
burger—soybean meat loaf. 


Started to swat him a good 


one for being so ignorant, but 
had just read that violence in- 
struct;; no one. 


And did you older one-third of 


the population know that two- 
thirds of the people living today 
never experienced the Depres- 
sion? They weren't even born. 


Some persons are talking 


about a depression or near-de- 
pression being with us now. 
That is ridiculous. 


The Depression was so dis- 


tinctive that it now is written 
with a capital "D." 


There is no way to describe 


the Depression in a few para- 
graphs. But we'll try. 


It began Oct. 28-29, 1929, 


when the stock market shares 
lost half their value. Before it 
was all over, stocks once worth 
hundreds of dollars were val- 
ued in pennies. 


Quickly, banks folded and de- 


positors generally got nothing. 
The lucky ones got as much as 
10 per cent of their savings. 


Jobs dried up. One-time high- 


paid 
executives 
along with 


common laborers hunted men- 
ial jobs at any pay, often less 
than 10 cents an hour. Standard 
pay was 25 cents an hour for the 
fortunate. 


Twenty-five per cent of the 


work force—mostly men—could 
find no work at all. Families 
lost their homes and farms and 
all other possessions except the 
clothes on their backs. Busi- 
nesses closed and the ex-own- 
ers joined the others trying to 
survive by any means. 


Shantytowns with shelters of 


tar paper, scrap lumber and 
any other discarded material 
sprang up. They were dubbed 
Hoovervilles, named for Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover, a man of 
many talents who found himself 
out of his depth in this catast- 
rophe. 


Election 
of 
Franklin 
D. 


Roosevelt brought a man to 
power who seemed like a shin- 
ing knight to vast segments of 
the population. He was re-elect- 
ed as long as he lived. 


Roosevelt laid about him with 


a heavy club, fighting the ills of 
America. Sometimes he was 
wrong, sometimes right. He 
was the most villified man of 
our time. Nixon by comparison 
never really knew what attacks 
could 
be 
like. 
Roosevelt 


laughed at the spears. He 
knew, absolutely knew, he was 
right. 


People were terribly fright- 


ened. 


There was talk of revolution. 


The Depression, which was 
worldwide, helped Hitler to 
power 
in Germany. 
Angry 


mobs gathered around closed 
banks. 


Roosevelt by his brilliant per- 


sonality 
gave 
people 
hope 


again. He knew exactly what 
he thought the nation needed. 
In 99 days—sometimes called 
the "Hundred Days"—he sub- 
mitted revolutionary measures 
which Congress passed over- 
whelmingly. 


He didn't pull the country out 


of the Depression immediately. 
Unemployment didn't drop be- 
low 20 per cent until 1936, three 
years after his inauguration. 
From 1931 to 1940, the lowest 
unemployment rate was 14.3 
per cent. 


But men now had hope. 
He closed all banks, had 


them audited, and opened the 
sound ones with government 
money backing them. That re- 
stored much confidence. 


Roosevelt set up measures so 


that businesses would be as- 
sured of some profit despite 
anti-trust laws. 


He sponsored laws on min- 


imum pay which we recall was 
25 cents an hour. He provided 
federal jobs such as WPA. He 
established grants and loans to 
get the home building industry 
started again. 


Yet it was not until 1939 when 


World War II broke out in Eu- 
rope that the Depression really 
was broken. At the peak of the 
war, 12 million young Ameri- 
cans were drawn off the work 
force and many more millions 
were employed to construct the 
arms to fight. 


When war ended, the build-up 


demand for goods assured jobs. 


From those dark days we 


have developed brakes on re- 
cessions to keep them from be- 
coming depressions.

at cheap cafes costs as little as 
25 cents if you haven't got the 
25 cents. 


It's much better, let us tell 


you, 
to have a little walking

around money, even at today's 
inflated prices, than to have 
nothing, zero, absolutely not a 
penny in your pocket. 


People tried to hold onto their 


pride. They didn't want govern- 
ment handouts and they avoid- 
ed such jobs as WPA and the 
youth camps when they could. 


We recall a youth from a 


middle-class family who gradu- 
ated from a good university. He 


finally had to go to work with 
the CCC. Everymember of his 
family cried as they saw him 
off. 


It was the finest hour for the 


Red Cross and the Salvation 
Army and other organizations 
as they tried to keep people's 
bodies and souls together. 


But some people refused all 


charity. 


Annie Milligan, a volunteer 


Red Cross worker 
in dis- 


tributing food at Decatur, came 
home one evening weary and 
almost in tears. 


"They found a man and his 


wife dead in their home today," 
she said. "I've known them all 
my life. They literally starved 
to death. They wouldn't accept 
help." 


In those days, there were 


chiselers, of course. 


Free food was not distributed 


to those with cash savings. And 
there was a colony of aliens 
near Decatur whose members 
were obtaining food. 


But there was a suspicion 


that 
they 
had 
extensive 


amounts in Post Office savings 
accounts, then popular. The 
government could not reveal 
the owners of these accounts by 
law. 


How to get these people off 


the relief rolls? Someone came 
up with an idea. 


They named the postmaster 


to the committee passing on 
eligibility. He revealed nothing. 
But he held a veto. 


At the peak, six per cent of 


the work force was employed 
by the federal WPA and anoth- 


er 500,000 were in the Civilian 
Conservation Corps. 


There were a lot of jokes 


about lazy WPA workers, but 
they were misguided humor. 
The WPA did a lot of good. For 
instance, drivers in one of Dal- 
las' better neighborhoods still 
were traveling on WPA-built 
streets until not long ago. 


And you can say another 


thing for the WPA and the 
CCC-thcy kept a little food in 
the house for millions in times 
so desperate those who lived 
through them never want to see 
again.

Complains of Arrest Treatment 
To Civil Service Commissioners

The Corsicana Civil Service 


Commission Monday night told 
a Corsicana man, John Henry 
George, it was not within the 
commission's 
jurisdiction to 


hear his complaint he had 
"been treated 
unnecessarily 


rough with spraying in my 
eyes" during the course of his 
arrest Nov. 10 by Officer Nolan 
Carraway. 


George had little to say, after 


acknowledging he had given a 
written statement on the in- 
cident to CSC Guy Rushin, 
copies of which were presented 
to all three commissioners. He 
said 
Officer 
Carraway 
had 


arrested him at the Cozy Corner 
for 
"drinking 
in 
public," 


pushed him when he sought to 
hide a bottle on arresting him, 
then sprayed him in the face 
and handcuffed him. 


A brother from Dallas, Walter 


C. George, 
contended that 


Carraway did not "tell him 
(John) he was under arrest at 
any time," but took a bottle 
from him, poured out its con- 
tents, and "ordered him to 
come out with him". He said he 
had witnesses who could verify 
the officer sprayed John George 
in the face, then handcuffed him 
when 
his 
brother 
wasn't 


resisting. Walter George said 
John was not given medical 
attention until after he came 
down from Dallas and got his 
brother out of jail the next day. 
Walter said John's vision had 
been impaired and his face 
inflamed. 


"FIRST, THERE WAS no 


resistance on his part at all, and 
we are here to complain he was 
not placed under arrest, and 
second, if he was, there was no 
reason to spray him in the 
face," Walter George said. He 
said 
they 
felt this 
action 


was a violation of John's con- 
stitutional rights. "I feel the 
officer should be reprimanded 
and officers told to cease use of 
the spray," Walter George said, 
adding: "Is it worth a man's 
sight just because a man is 
drunk? I believe you can arrest 
a man without blinding him." 
He said they had complained to 
Chief Don Massey and had gone 
to Mayor Sue Youngblood who 
told them to come before the 
civil service commission. 


Chairman Bob Mauer told the 


brothers that the civil service 
board "is not charged with 
responsibility 
of 
arbitrating 


between a citizen and the police 
department." Mauer said the 
commission has responsibility 


employe 
appeals 
the 


disciplinary 
actions 
to 
the 


commission. 


Acknowledging he was not an 


attorney, Mauer ssaid he was of 
the opinion the George brothers' 
complaint should be addressed 
to the 
Corsicana 
city 
ad- 


ministration. 
Mauer 
em- 


phasized "the lack of action of 
this commission is not an ex- 
pression of sentiment about the 
matter—it is just not our job, 
and to hear it would be useless 
and illegal." 


LATE IN THE meeting, Chief 


Massey requested the com- 
mission 
"hear 
Officer 


Carraway and get both sides" 
even though the commission 
had already stated it was not in 
position to act. 


Officer Carrway related he 


had already made an arrest in 
the night spot of a man for in- 
decent exposure when he ob- 
served John George was in- 
toxicated in a public place. 
Carraway said he told George 
he was under arrest and to 
come on with him to the squad 
car. Instead, he said George 
stood there "with his hands in 
his back pockets and when I told 
him to take his hands out, he 
wouldn't." Carraway said he 
repeated his commands, and 
when George didn't comply, "I 
gasses him as a precaution and 
cuffed his hands behind his 
back," because he didn't know 
if he had a weapon in his 
pockets. 


Commissioners 
asked 
if 


George had made or voiced any 
threats, and Officer Carrway 
responded "he told me I could 
get my head 
blowed off." 


Carraway said he had taken the 
precaution 
of 
using 
the 


chemical spray for his own 
protection, as Officer Frank 
Parhm "had told me on two 
separate occasions he (John 
George) had tried to cut him 
during arrests". 


Massey told the commission 


that in a situation that existed 
with Carraway, alone in the 
place, "it is more humane to use 
spray, than have to use a slap 
stick or use a gun" to effect an 
arrest of a resistine subject to 


prevent 
unneccesary 
injury 


either to an officer or others. 
Massey said police were faced 
just last Saturday night with an 
explosive situation at the Cozy 
Corner when large groups of 
blacks intimidated and inflicted 
personal injuries to Carraway 
and Parhm. 


IN OTHER ACTIONS, the
